Trees Fall, 
People Call

“ I think that I shall never see . . . ” 
West Planoites won’t be seeing many trees e ith e r -a u e a s i 
for the next few m o n th s-a s a city contractor chopped down 
several 
dozen 
hackberries 
Wednesday 
afternoon 
and 
Thursday morning. When the residents cam e home to find 
“ their” trees hacked-up, the complaints began to roll in to 
city hall, but city officials explained the m ass removal as 
“ necessary.” 
. 
The large shade trees were removed as part of the im­ 
provements to Independence Pkwy (formerly Armstrong 
Pkwy.). The major thoroughfare is being enlarged to a six- 
lane divided facility in accordance with the city’s capital 
improvements program. 
The thoroughfare will be fully channelized with left turn 
lanes in the retail area and. according to City Engineer 
Robert Pope, the remaining three-foot-median will be 
inadequate to support that type tree. 
“ Most of them had to go when we put in the left turn lanes 
and the few that could have been left would have been about 
three feet above the median curb,” he explained. “The hack­ 
berry has a shallow root system and it was doubtful that 
those few would live—and if they did, it would damage the 
pavement. 
“ I don’t think we really had any choice, 
Pope said. 
We 
had to make the decision to leave the trees or build the road. 
This street is part of our major thoroughfare plan and was 
approved for improvement by the voters in the bond elec­ 
tion When paving is com plete, however, I’m sure the Parks 
and Recreation Dept, will go back and plant other trees, 
probably oak or crepe myrtle, as they do on all our park- 


When the street was originally put in by the developer, he 
used an old fence line as the center line from FM 544 to an 
alley north of Mollimar, Pope noted. Hackberry trees often 
follow fence lines in Texas and the developer left them in 
when he built his two, 18.5-feet-wide lanes. 
“ I’m sorry now that we didn t take them (the trees) out 
long ago,” Pope com m ented. “Then we wouldn t have had 
all the com plaints w e’ve gotten. We’ve alw ays known we 
were going to have to put in left turn lanes, particularly 
through the retail area, and we could have had a lot of 
problems with that type tree. 
"If I had to make the decision again, I would do the sam e 
thing,” Pope concluded. “We had to pull out the trees to 
provide the access.” 
So until the trees grow back, West Planoites will have to 
depend on poetry for beauty.

They were correct each 
time they predicted a male 
birth, wrong on some female 
births. In all. they predicted 
accurately 31 of 36 times. 
The research could con­ 
tribute to prevention of 
numerous birth defects and 
of abortions by 
women 
whose high risk of having 
abnormal children 
makes 
them regret being pregnant.

Technique Almost 90 % Accurate 


Samuel A. Rhine, a Ph.D. 
candidate who headed the 
research said. “ It s im ­ 
portant to us in terms of 
inherited diseases that are 
sex linked They show up in 
males. 
‘ • T h o s e 
i n c l u d e 
hemophilia A and the most 
common form of muscular 
dystrophy. There’s a 50 per 
cent risk the child will have 
it if if s a male, no risk if it’s 
a fem ale.’’ 
Rhine and his fellow re­ 
searchers used an “ easy 
method that begins with a 
sm ear any doctor can take in 


his office — much like the 
pap sm ear used for early 
detection of uterine cancer. 
Do not expect it in your 
doctor’s office, however . It is 
strictly a research technique 
now, and the researchers are 
not making a service of it. 
"A few people found out 
about it in some way and a 
couple of women called up. 
because if it

desired sex they wanted an 
abortion.’’

(Ask 
Jim or Scott), lf no holes 
in the trunk, breath a big 
sigh of relief and analyze 
your

below the surface. Do this 
once a week in the hot 
weather and your tree will 
stay full and green.

DEAR REA D ERS - Bathrooms so often have such a sterile 
look and are completely lacking interest and individuality. Our 
decorating enthusiasm runs out by the time we get to this often 
neglected room and Its looks fall flat. 
Wallpaper can be a big ace in the hole. With the many water- 
proof and easy-to-apply patterns there is little excuse for 
dullness. These usually small rooms have ceilings that look too 
high for the size of the floor area so by all means paper the ceil­ 
ing, to<». This will also prevent the common problem of too many 
broken lines such as floor one color, tile another, walls still 
another and then perhaps a white ceiling. Permanent fixtures and 
tile often make paint selections a trial, bul wallpaper can solve 
that by combining all the colors. 
If such walls are newly painted, but the effect is uninspired, 
find an important wallpaper border (some good looking ones have 
paste already applied and are just put in water) and put it up at 
the ceiling line, along the top of the tile and up and over windows 
and doors, too. 
Curtains for the window and shower do not have to he water­ 
proof. Make them of a pretty printed fabric (if you need a 
pattern) and then hang the shower curtain over your old one and 
the water will not come through. A nice touch is to add a valance 
from the ceiling down over the shower curtain rod. One of my 
daughters-in-law had walls and ceiling in her bathroom covered 
with a striking paisley design but the smashing paper did not 
come ever with the desired impact since the glass shower doors 
were seen first from the bathroom doorway, (^ick as a wink she 
applied the wallpaper to the glass in the doors so it fit inside the 
aluminum frames and the effect was a startling improvement 
Do not be afraid to hang pictures on plain walls in the bathroom 
and framed posters often look great. Splurge on a stylish set of 
“ show” towels to fit your new scheme and use the "still good" 
ones for family use. A washable, cut-to-fit colorful carpet that 
covers the entire floor will be a great addition to the bathroom 
that needs a lift out of the doldrums. Let your imagination run 
riot and have your bathroom the talk of the town. — PUI.LY

Patios Recommended 


Privacy can be an im 
portant asset to enjoyable 
outdoor living, says James 
R. Risinger, Collin county 
agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
.Service. A patio or outdoor 
living area open to public 
view is seldom used to its full 
extent. 
“ If the living space within 
your house works well, the 
main reason is that the space 
is separated into specific use 
areas and is private from an 
outsider’s view. So why not 
use the same technique in 
creating 
more 
liveable 


spaces outdoors? 
“ Some space within the 
yard should be private,” 
believes the county agent. 
“ Mass plantings of trees 
and shrubs or screen fences 
can provide some privacy. A 
fence will often cost the most 
initially, but it gives year- 
round enclosure, requires a 
minimum amount of yard 
space, and 
often 
needs 
almost no m aintenance,” 
Risinger added 
The cost of a screen fence 
isn t out of line when spread 
over its 15- to 20-year life 
expectancy. In fact, the 


expenses of maintaining a 
shrub border over the same 
period may be as great as 
the initial cost of a fence. 
To be effective, 
screen 
fences should be five-and-a- 
half to six feet high.
